i. Elijah IMeeta Ahab (vv. 17-19). 
At the Lofd's command, EUjah 

shows himself to Ahab. When Elijah 
was last seen by Ahab, he announced 
that rain would only be given \i\ his 
word (17:1). In connection with tbe 
Prophet's appearing before the king, 
rain was promised. 

1. Ahiih's (juestion — "Art thou he 
thnt trouhl.'ih Israel?" (v. IT). .\hjih's 
aim was to intimidate Elljali — to awe 
him Into sobmiarion. 

2. Elijah's answer (v. 18). He de- 
nied the charge and boldly declared 
that the calamity which -iiad hefalleii 
the nation was caused by the Idolatry 
of Ahab and his family. 

II. Elijah's Challenga (tt. 19-M). 

1. The people assembled (tv. 19, 
20). The kins convened the pe<qtle at 
the urgent request of Elijah. 

2. Klijab's ringing call to dedrion 
(TV. 21-24). (1) The questlim aslced 
— ^Who is your God, Baal or the Lord? 
(v. 21). Many of the (leonle had not 
wholly forsaken God. They attempted 
to worship both God and Baal. Many 
today are halting between two opin- 
ions ; they are halting between self 
and (iod — sill and holiness — maininon 
and God. But the question must be 
settled sooner or later. In fact, the 
decision Is being made every day. (2) 
The sih'tice of (he people- (v. 21). 
This may iiavt- been because of fear 
of the king or ignorance, for many 
■were of the opinloirthat to be re- 
ligious was the only thing necessary 
irrespective of the being worshii»'l. 
(:\) Th.' iiicihfMl of decision (vv. 22-24). 
Two .sacritices were to be provided, 
one to be offered to Baal, the other to 
God. The god who answered by lire 
was to be the God. The people con- 
sented that this was a fair test. 

III. The Test Applied (vv. 25-39). 

1. The offMing by the imiphets of 
Baal (vv. 25-29). Elijah gave a fair 
test, even placed the advantage on 
the other side. He gave the prophets 
of Baal the first opportunity to prove 
to the pao|de aa to whether Baal was 
a real god. Elijah taunted them, and 
tliey more earnestly cried to Baal, 
but no an.swer came. 

2. The offering by Elijah (vv. 30-39). 
(1) The people taivlted near (t. SO). 
His object was for then to see the 
entire proceedings in order to fully 
grrasp tlie genuineness of tbe test. (2) 
The altar repaired (w. 80^). Be- 
fore there can be the power of (3od 
manifested, the altar must be repaired. 
Elijah took twelve stones, represent- 
ing the united nation. God Is one. 
and His people Is one. (8) The offer- 
ing <m the altar (w. 88-85). Aftw the 
bnliock was in place, he had four bar- 
rels of water three tiroes emptied 
upon the sacrifices and the wood so as 
to fill the trench about the altar. So 
sure waa I^Jah that God's' power was 
sufficient, that be heaped dlfl9culty 
upon difficulty. (4) Elijah's prayer 
(vv. S6-37). (a) It was based upon 
covenants (v. 86). The foundation upon 
which all real prayer rests is covenant 
relationship, (b) Its object was 
God's exaltation (v. 36). Elijah was 
jealous for God's glory — his supreme 
desire was to honor and magnify the 
Lord. The only thhsg that he asked 
for himself was to be known as God's 
servant, (c) It was for the salvation 
of the peoiiJe (v. 37). His heart 
yearnetl after Israel. He was most 
desirous that they dMMld come to 
know God." (5) The result (vv. 38. 
39). (a) The fire of the Lord fell and 
Ci)nsiimed not only the .sacrifice, but 
the wood, stones and dust, even lick- 
ing up the water in the traadi. (b) 
The people fell on their faces and con- 
fessed that the Lord was tbe Ctod.
